UT in haſt days there aroſe a prophet 
among the uncircumciſed, a man ſkilled in 
all the learning of the eaſt and of the welt, and 
full of the knowledge of the nations, and bis 
name was Britanmicus,

fathers when they were a mighty people; be- 


fore they were in ſubjection to ſtrangers, or 
had gone a whoring after their inventions,

4 F whom” was inſcribed on their Ping HS 
and property was written on their breaſtplates, 
and the edge of their words was whetted a- 
gainſt their oppreſſors. 

5 Their ſhips play'd in the mighty v Waters 
lle the great leviathan, they were the pride 
of the ſea, and none durſt vex them in vain.
